It wiis 
understood the.i, .lud ever since, that 
he would not draw the extra pay as 
Lord Privy Seal, and this saving of 
the public money was much apjihiud- 
ed. So entirely'-wns -this accepted as 
true thatiu the civil estimates for tho 
'^pteseut year it wn.s stated that the sec- 
ond srdury was in tciuporary abeyance. 
It now apponrB that Lord Beaconsfield 
has drawn the salary of both offices un-

A newBpaper must indeed bo Imrd set

Navy.But wo plead not guilty to tbo cburgo 
of having, even by inference, put words 
in the Admiral's mouth that he did not 
utter. With respect to tho dook itself, 
we may as well repeat here, what we said 
faiontha ago, that it is beyond the financial 
ability of the Proviuco to provide the 
moans necessary for its construction. 
The dook cannot be iindortakon by tho 
present Govorumeut without an increase 
in taxation so heavy that tho Province will 
bo crushed beneath it. As desirablo as 
the dock really is from an Imperial stand- 
point, we have felt it our duty to oppose 
its oonstruotion as a purely Provincial 
work. Tho £50,000 to b« paid over by 
the Imporial Government on tho comple- 
tion of the work is altogether inadequate. 
It does not reprssont a fair proportion of 
the coat that ought to bo horns by tho 
British Government when the larg« inter- 
ests that they have at stake in these parts 
and the great sacrifices tliis Province ot 
20,000 peoplo would bo called ou to 
make, are taken into consideration, It is 
true, that to a certain extent the country 
was committed to the construction of tlio 
dock when the colTordam contract was 
given out; but tho consent of tho Houso 
was obtained by what have since proved 
to be false pretoncos. The then Govern- 
ment know, when they brouglit down 
their scliomo, that there was .jontontion 
on the part of tho Canadian Governincnt 
that the £50,000 promised by them for 
dock purpose* was intemled as a loan and 
not as a gift, and the th«n Premier (Mr. 
Walkom) promised Mr. Smith of Yale, in 
open House, that the dock would not be 
proceeded with should tho Canadian Gov- 
ornmont refuse to rocoguizo tlieir .COO, 000 
as a l/unu.-<. When it was well known that 
the Canadian (jovernmcut had refused to 
regard its 7M0/a as a gift, and iu tlie faco 
of the ox-Premior's pledge to Mr. Smith, 
large quantities of cement andmaohiuory 
were purchased in England, and a con- 
traot was given out for tbo cofferdam. Tho 
eiper.diturQ in all was about 3170,000. 
Wo feel sure a stranger reading this arti- 
cle will find it diflioult to boliove that a 
Qovornmeot could Lave been guilty of 
' BO maoh tergiversation and reoklessncss ; 
yet 80 it is. The ofiloiai records and ru- 
ports will sustain what we now assert. 
More: Thoy will show that tho coifonlam 
contract w.is awarded before the land on 
wliich it was prnpf>sod to place )t had 
boon piirchasod! Whether men who had 
shown thciuselvos capable of such bad 
faith, and whose business habits were so 
notoriously indifferent that no merch<int 
would havo paid any one of them a Kalary 
of .?50 a month to clerk for Iiini. were ths 
propnr pirt.ies 'o bo ontruatod with a 
work recjuiriug the oxercisn of so much 
•prudence and good manaKi'nient, tho 
House evidouily boliovod tlnit ihfr were 
^ not, for it turned them out at thi; cum 
' mencement of tho snoceeding seiision. 

Koference is made in our ooutoinporary 
to tho slow ])rogrosH of work on tho coi'- 
fordani, and tho public arunsktfd if it is 
likely that tho Imperial GovemmiMit 
would place a lurgo sum of money in t l.o 
hands of tho Provincial Govornment for 
completion of the main work, when they 
bad proved themselves incapable of baild- 
ing tho lesser work ? But our contempo- 
rary convoniontlj forgets tliat the men 
whoso return to powor it Ih so uTixiuus to 
■ae remained six. months in nllico after 
the contract had been awarded 
without having turned u shovolful of 
earth or driven a pile for the dam. Ho 
ftlso forf,'et;i that negotiations for the jMir- 
chaso of tho site bad to be opened aftoi' 
the pr«;ii'nt Govovnniont took ollico. 
These nogotiations npceHsiu ily cousnuied 
several mouths of precious timo. Again, it 
wa.i found on examination by the on;;in- 
eor, after his arrival on tho .spot,, that tho 
plans wore inaccurato and fresh jilam hud 
to bo ]ivepiir(Ml. 1 n places where ono or 
two feet of sand, ale., apponnid ou the 
orifinsl plans as noeossary to bo rornovod, 
livcMind si.x foot \rcro found. Thinunpcr- 
abundunt deposit has had to bo dredged 
ofif,and its presence will aocount.in a groat 
measure, for tho delay that has occurred. 
Still, wo havo said bi'foro, and lusre ni- 
peal , that tho oontractoi-H bavo iKit ili':- 
playod tlie one.'-gy that the i luiiorlaiKM) of 
tho work douiunds, and ovon now— a 
period of six wcrks siiico tlio timo 
limit expired — piling bus not comnioucod. 
The Government have:ihad their atten- 
tion colled to this cliliatorineBs and 'if 



it bo iu tho interest of the Province 
they will doubtless shortlyiake' s^pB>v to 
put in operation the penal clauses of the 

contract. 

Tho oxponso iucurrod so far ou dot'k 
account has been very largo. Tho Gov- 
ernmeut, notwithstanding, will finish tho 
cofTordam in accordanco with tho toruis 
of tho contract; but wa con hold out 
no hcuo of 'their going? ' on with 
tho larger and more important work, 
whioh was estimated by tbo lato Qovorn- 
mont to cost from .:^SOO,(I()0 to 81,000,000, 
unleas assistaiico from tho Imporial Gov- 
ernment iu additionto the £50,000 already 
guarautoad by that Govornmont fihuU bo 
obtained. Strictly speaking the work is 
an'^ImpeWal one; Capt. Colomb has de- 
clared it fo be an "Imperial necessity"; 
and AdmiralDoHorsey Bi)eaks of it "for 
tho Koyal. Navy as most desirable." As 
tho Admiral points out, tho dock would 
be of "great bonotit to tho Proviuco," as 
well; but the Province is not iu a condi- 
tion financially to construct the dook ao- 
cording to Imperial plans. A cheap 
sectional dock could be, oonetrueted at 
Provincial oxponso whioli would answer 
all tho roquiremculs of tho conmiorcial 
marine visiting theso waturs; but how 
would faro tho mon-of-war that iniKht 
from time to timo require repair? H.iM.S. 
Termagant, in 1801, broke down a sec- 
tional dock neaar San Francisot) and was 
ruined in consequence. Tho damage to 
tbo dook alouo cost tho Admiralty .CW,- 
000, and the Termagant was condomncd 
and broken up after reaching homo. A 
dook at Es(iuimalt to bu of practical value 
to tho Imperial Navy must bo stilliciently 
largo to admit the largest ironclad iu tbo 
service; and no sectional dock that could 
bo constructed would possess suflicient 
strength for the purpose. A sectional 
doi'k at Esquimau is therefore out of tlia 
question. A first-class drydook must be 
built or none at all. Tho Proviuco is 
tinancially uuablu to undertako tho work 
and Canada will not. To the Imporial 
Qovernmont, therefore, we must look for 
the assistance necessary to effect tho de- 
sired object. Whether it would bo desir- 
ablo that that assistance should como iu 
tho shipe of an addition to tho hotintt of 
.COO, 000, or v.-huthor tho Imperial Govern- 
ment should thomselvos tako over and 
coniplote the dock, we do not venture to 
suggest. Either arrangement wonld be 
satisfactory to tho country, whioh is pre- 
pared to freely sacrifleo tho large sum al- 
ready spout should tho Im])orial Govern- 
ment dooido to undertake tho dock as au 
Imperial work.

London, Sept. 16.— Grand Duke' Nicho- 
las telegraphs to St. Potorsburg under 
date of I'oredin, Saturday: That on Friday 
evening the- Turks assaulted Grivica or 
Grivitza, but with tho assistanco of Eus- 
sian and Roumanian resorv(?s they were 
rei)ulsod. To-day we continue sholling 
tho enemy's fortifications, and the town 
is burning. It is noticoablo that Grand 
Duke Nicholas m this telegram makcB no 
inentiou of uny further battle Satui-diiy. 
It seems probable that tho Grand Vizior's 
announcement to Mr. Layard was merely 
a rccai)iiulaliou of tho general result of 
operations before Plevna, particularly .»fl 
thu Porte baa sinco published a telegrtui. 
from Osman Pflsha, dated the 14th, and 
iving tho Bus'^iiui loss "throughout the 
operations at 7, (Kill or S,;!tl(). According to 
reports rocoivi;d iij) to Friday, 23!) wound- 
ed olKciM's have passed through tho hos- 
pitals since Sept. 7lh. Tho number of 
killed is about 3,000; total loss, about 300 
ofHeers and 12,500 men. Up to the morn- 
ing of Sept I'ltli tho Boumanians had lost 
about (jO olliecrs aud 3,000 men, killed and 
wounded. Tho sj)iiit prevailing among 
the Busidaiis and Ivouinanians is oxcol- 
leut. 

.Athens, Sept. 10.— Tho reply of the 
minister of foreign affairs to the British 
remoDfltranoa against Greek armaments, 
wherein Lord Derby asked the Greek gov- 
ernment to authorize England to assure 
Turkey that Greece will not make war on 
bor, declares that Greece iius actually giv- 
en assuranco to the British minister of 
Athens that she does not intend to declare 
war against Turkey. This is all the Porte 
or another power acting in behalf of Turk- 
ey is justified in asking that Greece can- 
not renounce her freedom of action with- 
out prejudicing ilcloiiic intereats. As to 
tho armament of Greece, the minister 
points to tho recognized iudepeudonce of 
his country and the rights whioh result 
from that independeuco. 

CoNSTAimxoPiiB, Sept. 16.— Greeoehas 
protested to the Porte against the con- 
struction of fortifications on tho Gulf of 
Avita, and tho disjiatch of reiuforcoments 
thither as contrary to treaty stipulations. 

Meheinet All Pasha telegraphs that 18 
bultalions of Turks on Friday repulsed an 
attack by the liusaian 12th army corps ou 
Sinane.

Chicago, Sept. 15.— The Times London 
corrcfljiondeiit says tho situation of tho 
Hiieaian caini) at Plevna is sickening aud 
horrible from the odour of putriliod 
bodies half burned or not burned at all. 
Theriiin and lack of sanitary tirrangemontj 
and onormouB losses since tho investaient 
of Plerua are producing dissatisfaction 
among the soldiers who think thry are 
being uselessly slanghtfired.

EUBOPE. 

New Yoiiic, Sept. 17 — The following is 
furnished by tho Turkish minister to the 
United States: A telegram from tho Gov- 
ernor of Adrianople under date 21at Aug. 
reports that 14 Israelites of the Eezaulik 
were massacred by Enssians and Bulgari- 
ans aud buried in tho .synagogue, with 
the exception of one, who was devoured 
by dogs. Among those victims wore a 
woman aud girl, tho latter aged 15 years, 
named Thosdi Brayi and of great beauty. 
She was slaughtered after having been 
violated by eight or ten Eussians ami Bul- 
garians. Forty of those Israelites of Kez- 
aulik, men and women, the greater part 
wouuded, wore .saved witli i\Iusstdmeu by 
lm))erial troops. Others to the number 
of 200 have boon carried off by the enemy 
to Shipka Pass. 

London, Sept. 17 — An official Bussian 
bulletin dated Poredin, Satorday, says 
the bombardmont of Plevna continued 
yesterday. Tho Turkish batteries scarcely 
replied. Jlajor Generals SkobololT, Dra- 
gomorolYanil Ituerintzky have been made 
Lieut. -Generals. 

Ou tho 13th tho Turks placed tliree 80- 
pound mortars between Shipka and Fort 
St. Nicholas and bombarded the fort. Wo 
lost 40 killed and 117 wounded on 14th. 

Constantinople, Sept. 17 — A dispatch 
from Shumla to-day states that Suleiman 
Pasha yoslurday took Fort St. Nicholas 
and tho Turkish flag now llotits ovor tho 
RiiBsiau fort. Previous to tho capture of 
the fort the Eussians made soveral unsuc- 
cessful attempts upon the TnrMsh posi- 
tion commanding Gabrova road. 

London, Sept. 17.— Tho following was 
received from Bucharest on Sunday night: 
Ool. Wellosley has just arrived from tho 
llussian headquarters before Plevna. He 
reports all quiet except iiitermittont fir- 
ing around Grivica redoubt, still held by 
tho allied forces. Military operations 
really closed on Wednesday evening. when 
tho Turks recajitured tho double redoubt 
tak«n by ,Skobuloir. Tho lUissian com- 
mander-in-chief could not or would luit 
send roiuforcements to hold this redoubt. 
Gen. Skobeloff lo,-*t 2000 men in attack- 
ing this redoubt and 3000 more in hold- 
ing it. Tbe proportion of ofiiaera killed 
or wounded is immense.. Only one com- 
mander of regiment is left alive, and two 
oflicBru of tho staff are killed. 

CoNSTANTiNoi'i.B, Sept. 17. — A dispatch 
from Suleiman Pasha confirms the report 
of the capture of Fort St. Nicholas iu 
Sohipka Pass. It was taken at 4 o'clock 
Sunday morning by assault. Fighting 
continues.

A SERIOUS RIOT IN j'aP AN, 



Eussian and British Soldiers Fighting 
with Olubs and Stones in the Streets 
of Homura. 



The Japsn Gazette says. — "A serious 
fracas occurred yesterday evening (May 
27) , in Homura, between Bome British 
and Bussian men-of-war's men. It appears 
that soma dozen Itussiuns were iu the 
Union saloon, when a couple of British 
sailors entered. Some conversation took 
pl.aco about the present war between Turk- 
ey and lluBsia, tho upshot of which was 
that one of the two men had a tumbler 
thrown at his bead, striking and cutting 
him on tho forehead, and beth he aud his 
compi'itiion were speedily ejected from the 
liouBo, but the tight went on outside. 
Some more British seamen and mariufS 
ajjpearing ou the spot, the Eussians re- 
treated i«to tho house, and it was thought 
the tight ■was ended. Unfortunately an 
English seaman was walking ■wiiore the 
Eussians wore located, and was attackiid 
by live or six men. His courades rallied, 
and an indiscrimiuato light took place. 
Again tli«re was a lull, and residents in 
the neighborhood hoped the melee had 
finally ended. But in a few moments 
about 40 Russians appeared on the scene, 
armed with staves ami stones. Catching 
an unfortunate marine by himself, they at 
onco set upouliim. Ho was a t ill, power- 
ful man, and succeeded in knocking down 
several of his assailants with tho buekle 
end of his belt; but was eventually knock- 
ed down himself. Tho fight had now be- 
come general, for tho Eussians attacked 
all who c.iine in their way, seamen or civ- 
ilians. Three Freuclimoa who were 
standing at the corner of the Cafe de 1'- 
Univorao were knocked down; several civ- 
ilians were attacked with sticks and stones. 
The Police had by this time appeared on 
the scene, and iu attempting to quell the 
difiturbanco were liovorely handled by tho 
PkUBsiiuis. A civilian |)assing by and ob- 
Horving a lluHsian sailor about to strike a 
l^ritish marine with a largo club, attempt- 
rd to wrest tho weapon a'w.ay, but got 
knocked down. Another bystander saw 
a Bussian with a draw-knife rush madly 
at an Englishman to plunge it into his 
breast, when a woll-(lirected blow from 
his fist knocked the Bussian down. Stones 
and billets of wood were flying about in 
all directions. At length" tho Eussians 
gave a-way and ran to the hatoba, where 
their boats were lying chased by the Brit- 
ish and a few civilians, They made a 
stand for a few Moments, but their ofli- 
oors, who had just come on shore, at once 
took charge of tb(5m into the bouts and 
sent thorn off to the ship. Later in the 
evening a detaohitiont from the Audacious 
was sent on shore to seek for wounded, 
but, finding everything quiet, and none 
of their comrades severely bort, soon re- 
turned on hoard. The affair caused quite 
a commotion in tho .settlement, and the 
various Con.suls ap[iearnd on tlio n\->ot as 
(iui(!kly as possible. Ouo Eu.ssian found 
lying in the road wasput into a jinrikisha 
and convoyad to the station. Several of 
his comrades were severely wounded and 
takfld to the hospital." 

The British Parliament is not an in- 
stitution whioh will stand any fooling. 
Recently a stranger in tho gallery 
shouted "IjukIi" wliilo ono of tlio hon- 
orable members was ouligbtouing tho 
country regarding bis views on affairs 
of State. No ono denies but tbe re- 
mark was a just criticism on the siieech 
in question, but tliat is not tbe point. 
Probably it would apply with equal 
force to nine-tenths of the orations do- 
livored iu that assoniblago, and besides 
that, M. P.'s probably don't desire to 
face the truth with such abruptness. 
'Twould ho recorded a« a precedent, 
and many an error by tho sanio example 
might rusli into tbo Slate, so thanks to 
tlio vigilance of j\lr. Macdonald, the 
Bo-called "working man" M. P., the 
oxcitable stranger. was pointed out to 
Sergoant-at-Arms and removed. This 
domouBtrntivo gentleman was Dr. 
Wallace, the editor of tho 'Scotsniun,' 
a paper which is not favtn-ablo to 
tiades-iiuioiiH, and wliicdi docs not 
have union men in its olhco. It is now 
rumored that tho Doctor's indisoretiou 
may cost him his berth, and result in 
tho 'Scotsman obtaining a now editor.
